One Hundred and Fifty 
Mile Talks 


Flight-Lieutenant Huskins, 
to his parents at Calgary, says: 


writing 


‘T am enclosing an article from the 
London Daily Mail which will tell you 
more about the wireless telephoning 
than I have been able to do during the 
censorship. You will see they mention 
our Squadron, the 141st's work In de- 
veloping it. Our work was largely of 
a practical flying experimental nature. 
The ground experts on the other end 
of this aerodrome did most of the 
technical experiments: It was, of 
course, only an incidental point of our 


work, our work being essentially the 
defence of London; but we did this and 
similar odd jobs also. Our experiments 
by wireless phone with tanks were 
awfully interesting, but.the armistice 
came before we had solved all the 
‘diMiculties. 

“The éveather is simply awful lately: 

all rain and sloppy snow, nasty wet and 
cold. I had a very nice evening with 
Captain and Mrs. Law, of Red Deer, 
again a few nights ago. They will 
probably be leaving here in a few 
weeks time. I hope to goodness I am, 
but what is the use of worrying any- 
how. I am quite fit and well, hoping 
all are likewise. 
P.S.—I flew. up to Birmingham Sunday 
last. Had a very nice trip, and did 
the 140: miles in one hour and 10 min- 
utes.”

It is quite possible that on Friday 
afternoon wireléss operators in Lon- 
don were surprised to hear snatches of 
the latest topical songs, mingled with 
much laughter and chat. 

The explanation is simple. It was a 
squadron of British acroplanes passing 
over the city, the pilots of which were 
holding conversation by meuns of the 
R.A.F.'s jealously guarded invention— 
the wireless telephone. 

“They were kicking up an_ awful 
row,” said somebody who heard them, 
“and I expect if any wireless operator 
happened to have his receiver tuned to 
right wave-length he was very much 
astonished at what he heard.” 

This incident is splendid evidence of 
the .claim which General Seely made 
in the House of ‘Commons that the 
Royal Air Force has produced the per- 
fect wireless telephone. He could have 
added that it was one of the greatest 
achievements of the war. 

In the system the receiver of an or- 
dinary wireless telegraph set can be 
adjusted to receive the spoken message 
as well as the Morse code, from a tele- 
phone transmitter: The Germuns knew 
this, and at nine o'clock every night 
for a very great distance on the west- 
ern front tuned their receivers to in- 
tercept the telephone messages from 
the British station at Dunkirk. 

Jammed the “Watch on the Rhine” 

The British quickly found thts out 
and played selections on the gramo- 
phone—heard by wireless in the Chan- 
nel—including “Winding up the Watch 
on the Rhine" and “Another little 
drink.” The Huns keenly appreciated 
the second song, but the opening bars 
of the first one were always interrupt- 
ed by “jams,” Fritz getting very angry 
with the British humorists. ‘ 

The perfection of the telephone has 
been the result of very extensive work 
at the R.A.F. experimental station at 
Biggin Hill, following original research 
work by-the R.F.C, at the army experi- 
mental establishment at Woolwich. 

As far back as March, 1918, a British 
squadron of British fighters operating 
over the German lines was controlled 
by the flight leaders by telephonic or- 
ders to the pilots of the bight. A few 
weeks later a telephone conversation 
was held with the pilot of a machine 
flying more than 100 miles from the 
control station. 

Today conveys: tion can be held with 
machines more than 150 miles away. 
The system is su perfect that a method 
has been introduced whereby trailing 
aerials in machines are no longer nec- 
essary. A miniature exchange has been 
placed in the pilot's cockpit by which 
the pilot cun talk to his passenger, to 
another machine, or to the ground by 
operating a switch. 

Conversations can also be held with- 
out talking through the lips at all. A 
special appliance, which ineludes a 
microphone, is placed round the pilot's 
throat with connection to the obser- 
ver's receiving headpiece. When the 
pilot speaks, the microphone converts 
the movements of the throat into words 
and transmits them to the observer, 
much as a gramophone converts the 
marks on the records into sound. The 
great advantage of this invention is 
that the pilot's message is not drowned 
by the roar of the engine. 

Free to Fight and 'Phone 

The great merit of wireless telephony 
from a military air point of view is 
that the pilot of a single-seater scout 
can direct all his attention to manoeu- 
vring and fighting his machine instead 
of having to maintain communication 
with the land or his fellow pilots by 
working a wireless key. 

It also simplifies the training of 
pilots, for it is very much easier to 
teach them the correct way to use nt 


telephone transmitter than to teach 
and maintain efficiency in wireless 
telegraphy. 


General Seely could also have spoken 
of the wonderful development which 
‘as taken place in the R.A... with re- 
gard to ordinary wireless work.

WINNIPEG STRIKE 
IS MORE SERIOUS. 
THAN REPORTED 


TWO FEDERAL MINISTERS ON 
WAY WEST TO “RESTORE 
ORDER” SAYS OTTAWA

Ottawa, May 19.—Hon. G. D. Rob- 
ertson, Minister of Labor, and Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, Minister of the Inter- 
ior. left for Winnipeg at 1.22 this 
morning. There the will take the 
strike situation in hund and endeavor 
to restore order. Avcurate woru of 
what was happening in the beleug- 
ured city is awaited here with con- 
siderable anxiety. During the day, 
among members ani in the corridors 
of parliament, it was the topic of 
eager discussion. Keports of the es- 
tablishment of soviet government 
have no condemnation so far as official 
advices are concerned. 

Official intotsnetien however, is said 
to be agreed, generally speaking, al- 
though Senator Robertson received a 
long code message shortly before he 
left for the west. Questioned in the 
house this afternoon, Hon. A. K. Mac- 
Lean, speaking on behalf of the min- 
ister of labor said the situation was 
quite serious. The position was dis- 
cussed at a special meeting of the 
cabinet council held‘at noon yester- 
day in the east block. Later in the 
afternoon there was a further meet- 
ing of council in the prime minister's 
room in the temporary parliament 
buildings. 

While order is said to be maintain- 
ed in Winnipeg, conditions generally 
are of a serious nature—so serious, 
in fact, that reports received so far,’ 
do not give an adequate idea of the 
circumstances as_ they prevail, ac- 
cording to information received in 
Edmonton. 

Local visitors from the Manitoba 
capital are few but all describe con- 
ditions as being unique in the history 
of the country. Everything is tied up 
-—-business is at a staridstill, and, gen- 
erally speaking, Winnipeg is a city 
tut off from the rest of the world 
completely. How long these circum- 
stances will last is not known, but 
conservative minds do not consider 
they can last long. 

Telegraph communication is as { 
was yesterday-—dead. Express ser: 
vices for points within the capital of 
Manitoba is not being entertained in 
the slightest degree, and the local 
Macdonald hotel still has in its keep- 
ing parcels that should have been dis- 
patched more than thirty hours ago. 

Restaurants are closed to a greater 
degree than was the case a few days 
ago. And while people are not starv- 
ing, the itinerant population is under- 
going great inconvenience in obtain- 
ing the necessary requirements for 
maintenance,

MARSHAL FOCH READY FOR ANY 
WARLIKE STEPS. 


Paris, ‘May 18.—Today Marshal 
Foch laid before hig council of four 
his plan for military operations that 
are to be put into effect in case of 
German  plenipotentiaries declining 
to sign the peace treaty. 

After the conference between Mar- 
shal Foch and the council of four, 
President Wilson had a talk with 
General Pershing. It became known 
later that General Pershing’s visit, to 
London may be postponed in order 
to await developments. 

The German councillor of legation 
who expressed the view on his return 
from Bertin today that the German 
delegation would meet with bodily 
harm if they did not sign the treaty, 
ssid he based his declaration on the 
peace hunger of the German people. 

“You seem to fear that we will not 
sign the peace treaty.” he said. “But 
we will sign it, because if we were to 
go back without concluding peace, we 
would be massacred on reaching Ber- 
lin. The people hunger for peace and 
are growing impatient. ‘The question 
that {is causing us most anxiety is 
that of commercial openings without 
which we could not carry out, de- 
spite our good will, the clausos of the 


treaty.”

VETERANS RESENT. = 
- ACTION TAKEN BY. 
ALBERTA UNIONS 


DENOUNCE PRO-BOLSHEVIK- AND 
PRO-SPARTACAN RESOLUTIONS 
PASSED. 


Winnipeg, Man., May 14.—Keenly 
resenting what were described as the 
pro-Bolshevik and pro-Spartacan re- 
solutions passed at the trades and 
labor convention at Calgary, the Army 
and Navy Veterans’ Association last 
night unanimously went on record as. 
being absolutely against Bolshevism 
in all its phases, declared that the 
trades and labor council in Winnipeg 
did not represent true democracy, and 
urged that all publications which ad- 
vocated Bolshevism be suppressed im- 
mediately, that the printers and pub- 
lishers be deported, and that it be 
made a criminal offence to be in pos- 
session of such literature. ; 

The position of many returned men 
who were unable to re-establish them- 
selves in business because of finan- 
cial embarrassments which had dev- 
eloped while they were fighting for 
their country was discussed, and a 


resolution was unanimously passed 
demanding that the federal govern- 
ment grant the money that would 
enable them to re-engage in business. 

One speaker stated that 10,000 
copies of the Socialists’ Bulletin, con- 
taining a letter from Lenine, the Rus- 
sian Bolshevist leader, had been pub- 
lished by the allied trades and labor 
council of Winnipeg. : 

Replying to a comrade, the speaker 
said trade unionism was all right pro- 
vided it was run by sane men. If the 
alien enemies and pedagogues were 
cleared out, labor could have.all the 
trade unionism it wanted. “We want 
the enemy alien cleared out, but the 
labor council says it wants to protect 
it. We are out for a show-down. If 
the trades and labor council back up 
the alien enemy, then we won't back 
up the trades and labor council.”

Windsor, Ont., May 16.—By..a poll 
of 12,461 to 4,734, the Ontario pro- 
vincial convention of Great War Vet- 
erans. here, last night, refused to en- 
dorse the Calgary -resolution, which 
asked for a $2,000 grant to- all men 
who saw service in France; $1,500 to 
those who went so far as England, 
and $1,000 for volunteers who did not 
get out of Canada. ae 

_ REIMBURSEMENT QUESTION. 

“The resolution of the resolutions’ 
committee for a special committee to 
investigate the whole question of re- 
imbursement of veterans for financial 
loss for time overseas was carried 


by a large majority. The convention, 


turned down by, about the sanie maj- 
ority the proposal to memorialize the 


government for a grant of $200 a year 


for 10 years to veterans who reached 
France, and $150 for men who went 
only to England. 

The poll taken indicates the mem- 
bership represented by the delegates 
to the convention and shows a maj- 
ority against Calgary's proposition 
of 7,729. Of a possible 18,979 votes, 
17,195 were cast, leaving only 1,784 
votes not polled. 

The discussion preceding the ballot 
occupied practically the whole of yes- 
terday afternoon's session.

A COWARDLY SLANDERER 


Woodstock Sentinel-Review: Under 
the law of this country a member of 
parliament, speaking in parliament, 
cannot be held accountable by any 
process of law for any statement he 
may make. No matter how cowardly 
or how vile or how injurious the 
slander, the member of parliament, 
speaking under the protection of 
parliament, is free from legal re- 
sponsibility. Because that is so, 
honorable men, self-respecting men, 
men possessed of a sense of decency, 
are particularly careful of the state- 
ments they make with regard to the 
character, the conduct or the motives 
of others. There are men, however, 
who are neither honorable nor self- 
respecting nor possessed of a sense 
of decency, and they do not hesitate 
to take advantage of this protection 
by parliament to make statements 
within the house they would not dare 
repeat on the outside. 

Rodolphe Lemieux bears the title 
of “honorable” before his name; but 
he ig not too honorable to play the 
part of a cowardly slanderer under 
the protection which parliament 
affords him. In the course of a 
speech in the house of commons on 
Friday he repeated the charge that 
the Liberal press of Canada, which 
had supported the union government, 
had been “bought.” He was chal- 
lenged, under the protection of the 
house, to name a specific instance of 
a Liberal newspaper that had been 
bought. He _ restricted himself to 
generalities, and refused to abandon 
the protection of the house. 

The incident oweg its chief’ signi- 
ficance to the Hight it throws on the 
character of Mr. Lemieux as a great 
coward, otherwise he would not abuse 
the protection which parlfament af- 
fords him. He is a slanderer or he 
would not make charges against the 
characters and reputations of others, 
knowing that he cannot be _ called 
upon to substantiate them. He has 
held the high position as a minister 
of the crown, yet he cannot under- 
stand, apparently, the first principles 
of loyalty, or whyanyone should place 
his duty to his country before his 
duty to a political party without being 
paid for doing it! He professes to 
be a Liberal, but he prefers to sland- 
er practically the avhole Liberal p*ess 
of the country rather than believe it 
could be actuated by a high sense of 
national duty. 

From the circumstances’ under 
which the charge was made we may 
judge of the quality of the manhood 
of Mr. Lemieux. From the character 
of the charges we may judge of the 
quality of his Liberalism and of his 
sense of the responsibility of his 
citizenship. He stands revealed by 
his own words and acts ag a man as 
little worthy of public confidence and 
respect as anyone among the race of 
slandermongers. To the unfortunate 
accident that has given him a place 
of some prominence in the public life 
of the country is due the fact that 
he is considered worthy of notice. To 
the law of the country which makes 
his statements in the house of com- 
mons privileged utterances he owes 
immunity from the fate of the ordi- 
nary inventor or retailer of slunder- 
ous accusations.

U,F.A. SUNDAY 
TO BE JUNE 15 


|. PRESIDENT WOOD ISSUES MES- 
SAGE URGING CLOSER BONDS 
WITH CHURCH 


With the avowed object of discuss- 
ing the U.F.A. from a religious point 
of view, and religion from the U.F.A. 
viewpoint, the Alberta farmers have 
set apart one Sunday in the year 
which has become known as U.F.A. 
Sunday, and this year they will ob- 
serve June 15 as their annual church 
day. On this date ministers of the 
various denominations throughout 
Alberta will be asked to preach appro- 
priate sermong at mass meetings of 
members of the United Farmers’ 
Associations, and to discuss the re- 
lationship between organized religion 
and organized farmers, seeking to 
show how the one may help the other 
in the solution of present day prob- 
lems, 

H. W. Wood, president .of the asso- 
ciation, in addressing his annual cir- 
cular to the members and ministers 
of the church, calling them to wor- 
ship, says in part: 

“The church in the past has placed 
its emphasis on making individuals 
better. The U.F.A. is placing its em- 
phasis between the two; or is there 
an impassable barrier between them?

The 
fight is on between Democracy ane 
Autocracy, between God and Mam- 
mon, and this fight is to the finish. 

“The U.F.A. and the church must 
both know exactly where they stand 
in this conflict. Surely there will be 
many things to consider this U.F.A. 
Sunday, and world conditions call for 
the deepest thought there is in us.”

MAKERS OF RAISIN WHISKY ARE 
LIABLE TO $1,000 FINE. 


That persons who manufacture 
home made whisky in their homes 
from raisins or any other substitutes 
are liable to a fine of $1,000, was the 
ramark made by Magistrate Colonel 
Sanders, D.S.O., in the local police 
court on Tuesday morning, when he 
imposed a fine upon one Gulo Mittis, 
who was found guilty of having more 
than one quart of liquor in his private 
dwelling house. 

The police court case was the se- 
quel to a raid made by _ Detective 
Schoeppe of the local branch of the 
Calgary Provincial Police upon a 
dwelling house in Alberta Park div- 
ision. Five gallons of home made 
raisin whisky was found Ly the sleuth 
and another half barrel of liquid 
which was in the process of ferment- 
ing. : 
An order-in-council, 431,-which was 
passed some time ago, prohibits the 
manufacture of home-made’ whisky 
for private use, and if anyone is 
caught with the liquor they are liable 
to a fine not less than $200 and not 
more than $1,000, with a term of im- 
prisonment as an option. 

The case is the first of its kind to 
be tried in Calgary.

Amongst the many activities of the 
war it is only right that the national 
service of the brave dogs of Britain 
should receive mention. They have 
been in use officially for nearly two 
years as messengers, as sentries, and 
as guards for places of vital impor- 
tance. 

It is an interesting fact, and not 
without a certain pathos, that many 
a brave soldier owes his life to some 
poor, uncared-for stray dog. Dur- 
ing the great German assault last 
year part of the British line in front 
of a famous’ town was cut off by 
severe enemy barrage. A messenger 
dog was released with an urgent ap- 
peal for reinforcements. It ran 
three kilometers in ten minutes. A 
French colonial division was sent up 
and saved the situation, otherwise , 
there would nave been a terrible dis- 
aster, ‘The dog was a highland sheep 
dog. 

On many other occasions messen- 
ger dogs have leen taken up with 
the British assaultin& forces, anu 
heve carried back details of the cap- 
tured positions tr brigade headquar- 
ters, whereby the state of  atiains 
eculd be acurarcly guaged and acted 
oa without delav.
